London. Sept. 30. — The problem of 
dealing with the unemployed in the 
great centers of population through- 
out the United Kingdom Is being se- 
riously considered by the government 
authorities, all of whom agree that 
the number of persons out of work 
will be greater the coming winter 
than in many years before. No esti 
mate has been made of the unemploy- 
ed in London, but a census taken by 
the newspapers of provincial cities 
shows alarming numbers. 

- The conditions at Glasgow are prob- 
ably worse than in most of the other 
cities, there being 22,000 men now 
seeking work at that place. Sunder- 
land has 13,000 unemployed: Birming- 
ham 10,000; Liverpool 14.000; Man- 
chester 8,000. and ohtre citieB from 
1,000 to 5,000 each. These figures do 
not include the great army of strikers 
In the Lancashire cotton trade. Dis- 
tress funds are now being raised 
througout the country.
